ate yesterday and tha bill — final 
najor legislation of the 83rd Con' 
gross — went to Eisenhower for 
liis expected signature. 


It will increase present and fu- 


ture • bcnctits to retired 
person; 


and survivors, boost taxes to fi- 
nance the higher payments and 
bring an additional 10 million per- 
sons under tho 20-yoar-old system. 


This was one of the key bills in 


the 
Eisenhower 
legislative- 


gram and one from which 
Republicans expect to reap 
litical harvest. 


Particularly is this true 
since 


the increased payments to 60 mil- 
lion persons now on the rolls will
